Teacher Aides - A Big Assist 


**People would be surprised.” 
Assistant Superintendent Vaughn I, 
Clapp remarked, “If they knew 
how much help the volunteer 
teachers’ aides have given in the 
schools this year.” 

The Curious Citizen who had 
heard about the volunteer teacher’ s 
aide training program last fall 
wonders what sort of help the vol- 
unteer aides are giving. ; 

*‘They’re making the profes- 
sional teachers more effective by 
taking over record-keeping, su- 
pervising drill, testing, so she 
can spend more time actually 
teaching. And they’re doing some- 
thing else, too, consciously or 
unconsciously,”’ 

**The biggest need of our schools 
is more people.” Clapp goes on. 

“The more adults you expose 
children to, the greater the bene- 
fit of their being in school.’’ 

The Curious Citizen wonders 
why? 

‘‘When you and I were kids,” 
Clapp recalls, ‘‘families weren’t 
so transient. Kids had adult neigh- 
bors who had known them all their 
lives, and more than likely, they 
had older relatives living near- 
by -- a web of adults around them 
to form _ supportive relationships 
with them. Kids need these. To- 
day it’s different. Families aren’t 
as likely to stay in the same 
neighborhood, where kids can know 
a lot of adults well; they’re not 
as likely to have grandparents and 
uncles and aunts around,

sistant superintendent believes, is 
likely to have close relationships 
with far fewer adults than he would 
have thirty years ago. He guesses 
that some kids today get almost all 
of their impressions, except from 
their own parents, from other 
children and from TV. 

So to Vaughn Clapp, a teacher’s 
aide can do even more than re- 
lieve the professional teacher for 
more real teaching. She can offer 
a relationship another interested 
adult for a child to talk to, listen 
to, get along with. 


But on to brass tacks. Which 
schools use volunteer’s aides, how 
do they use them, and what are 
the principals’ reactions? The 
answer to the first question is - 
all of them! 

At Stowe, Teacher-Principal 
George Walsh uses a whole spec- 
trum of volunteer help, from one- 
shot performances on field trips 
or assemblies to daily library 
duty. The most dramatic example 
is Stowe’s library, staffed two 
hours daily by Stowe school 
mothers for the past two years,

For Andover High 


Tomorrow is graduation for An- 
dover High school’s class of 1969 . 
the class that divided its senior 
high school years almost precisely 
in half between two buildings. They 
outgrew the ‘‘skin” of one high 
school, and shed it, The more 
spacious skin of new Andover High 
school probably helped to shape 
the class of 1969, although ideas, 
and events and a concerned admin- 
istration and faculty have more 
effect on young learning people 
than facilities do. 

So what is the shape of the class 
of 1969? What are their goals, their 
interests? 

‘*All kinds of students with many 
fields of interest,” says Principal 
Philip Wormwood, with evident 
pleasure, This fairly unflappable 
headmaster’s ideal is a school 
that serves the needs of every 
student, and opens up further ave- 
nues for them in every field of 
interest. 

There are 311 seniors grad- 
uating at the 110th commencement 
of the Andover High schools at 
6 p.m. tomorrow, on the school 
athletic field. 

The 311 are going in many di- 
rections. Approximately 150 of 
them will go on to four-year col- 
leges in the fall and 75 to com- 
munity colleges, business or tech- 
nical schools as the next step. 
Many seniors will soon begin on- 
the-job training at new jobs, while 
a number of seniors will con- 
vert after-school work they have 
been holding during the winter 
and spring into full-time em- 
ployment. 

A cross section of the inter- 
ests of the class of 1969 gives 

~something of the flavor of this 


senior class. So let’s look at 
ten of them, to find something 
out about the whole 311 of them.

Paula was editor-in-chief of the 
‘‘Imprint” this year, and a clar- 
inetist of note, when she wasn’t 
in the biology lab doing college- 
level research on carrot tissue, 
but she plans to concentrate on 
her pre-medical studies in col- 
lege, Paula wontremendous honor 
for herself and her school when 
Wellesley named her as a Pen- 
dieton Scholar, ‘‘in recognition 
of outstanding credentials for ad- 
mission...a high honor for the stu- 
dent, and also a tribute to the 
school in which she received su- 
perior preparation for college 
work.”

At one time, this derivative of 
the yellow crocus was credited with 
many medical virtues. Today, it is 
used almost exclusively as a food 
dye. 

The term is derived from the 
Arabic word Za’ faran which means 
“yellow.” When it was introduced 
into England during the fourteenth 
century, the Arabic word was an- 
glicized to “saffron,”

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Committee Hears Review 


Of Junior High Programs 


The school committee heard the 
two junior high school principals 
review their programs last week. 
The hour and a half discussion 
showed that the two schools op- 
erate under the same rules and 
regulations and conform to the 
same overall program, but dif- 
fer in their approach to schedul- 
ing, to programs for children with 
emotional adjustment problems, 
and in some other areas. 

Neither West Junior High Prin- 
cipal William Hart nor East Jun- 
ior High Principal Dorothy Part- 
ridge subscribe. . to the high school 
administration’s enthusiasm for 
scheduling by computers, but feel 
that hand scheduling is better for 
their constituencies. Mrs. Part- 
ridge groups children in divisions 
suited to their general academic 
pace, with individual adjustments 
possible for a students strong or 
weak suits in certain areas, 
through back-to-back scheduling of 
appropriate classes. 

William Hart said he has de- 
vised individualized scheduling for 
each individual student, with bet- 
ter assurance of student success, 
and less frustration. Committee- 
man William King ascertained 
from Hart by repeated question- 
ing that his individualized sched- 
uling consisted of variations on 
four ability groupings in each 
major subject area in the sevent 
and eighth grades. ! 

The difference in the two 
schools’ approach to students with 
problems of emotional adjustment 
is more decided. All adjustment 
pupils from both junior highs have 
been housed in the East Junior 
High school this year, with their 
own home room and their own 
teacher, Mr. Canovitch. They 
move out into a regular subject 
class of classes as they become 
ready to join them, but remain 
under the general care and gui- 
dance of their own teacher; ad- 
justment students can receive all 
their instruction from him if this 
seems advisable. Mrs. Partridge 
said that the progress of the ad- 
justment class had been very re- 
warding, and the approach had the 
blessing of the mental health team 
retained by the school system. 
She also wondered if some stu- 
dents who did not wish to be in 


school by 14 years old wouldn’t 
be more productive and happier 
outside of school, in work or other 
training. Next year each junior 
high will handle its own adjust- 
ment classes. At West Junior 
high, to which one of two of the 
West Junior High pupils have al- 


ready returned, these students 
have been placed in regular home- 
rooms and classes, usually at the 
lower level where classes are 
small; no one teacher has the 
special responsibility of overall 
guidance for adjustment students. 
Mr, Hart said his approach, also, 
was approved by the mental health

Redistricting Before Committee 


The possibility of a new schooi 
calendar with a single week of 
vacation in March, and the pos- 
sibility of either some redistrict- 
ing or bussing of whole classes, 
to balance the pupil loads at Ban- 
croft and adjacent Central will be 
discussed at the next school com- 
mittee meeting Tuesday, June 17. 

A 187-day school calendar run- 
ning from Thursday, Sept 4 to 
June 26, 1970 was submitted by 
Superintendent Edward I. Erick- 
son at the last committee meeting. 
School. committee members dis- 
cussed this calendar, which has 
two extra snow days built into it, 
but want to discuss alternatives 
as well. 

They directed the administration 
to discuss with the Andover Edu- 
cation Association, for possible 
working condition changes, this 
plan, but also an alternative which 
calis for one week of vacation 
in March and an earlier June clos- 
ing date, instead of the present 
two weeks of vacation, one in Feb- 
ruary and one in April. 

The argument for the Marchva- 
cation is that many parents feel 
that the February vacation comes 
too soon after the Christmas holi- 
days, that March is a more logi- 
cal time for a vacation break, 
especially with the new legal as- 
surance that Washington’s birth- 
day in February, Patriot’s day in 
April, and Memorial day in May 
will’ be three day weekends for 
children and their families. 

A single week’s vacation in 
March would increase the teach- 
ing days of school well past the 
state minimum but release both 
teachers and students earlier in 
June for some respite before sum- 
mer plans begin. 

Earlier inthe spring, whenCom- 
mitteeman William A. Doherty op- 
posed adding June 23 and June 24 
to this year’s calendar to make 
up the state’s required 180 daysof 
school, he stated that in his opin- 
ion, very little learning was ever 
accomplished after June 1 anyway.

The administration is also to 
come up with answers to the.pro- 
blem of two empty classrooms in 
Bancroft school, while adjacent 
Central school has 33 to 35-pupil 
classes in the first, fourth and 
fifth grades, and projected kin- 
dergarten enrollments which will 
mean 26-29 kindergarteners per 
classroom. Bancroft pupil enroll- 
ments predict an empty first grade 
and one empty kindergarten, morn- 
ing and afternoon, 

Superintendent Erickson, As- 
sistant Superintendent Vaughn I. 
Clapp and Supervisor of General 
Services Jack Berberian will re- 
port on possible solutions, which 
may entail redistricting between 
Bancroft. and Central, which are 
adjacent districts, or may entail 
bussine, a class from Central to 
Bancroft. There are many difficul- 
ties, the administrators pointed 
out, since redistricting would not 
necessarily produce children of 
the right grade level to relieve 
one school, and put them in the 
empty classrooms in the other, 
while bussing a class is a logistic 
problem. Also, there are some 
overcrowded classrooms in other 
elementary schools, and Erickson 
thinks that helping teachers are 
the best solution. 

Mrs. Virginia Cole pointed 
out that she was very unhappy 
to see empty classrooms in one 
school, and over-crowded condi- 
tions in another, even ifevery- 
thing couldn’t be done 
at once, this was no reason not 
to do something, she said. Neither 
she nor member William King, nor 
Dr. Frishman bought the theory 
that parents would object to child- 
ren being switched from one school 
to another for just one year or 
two, if the switch meant they would 
be in a classroom with 25 other 
children instead of 35. 

The school committee directed

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Editorial Comment 


A Patriotic Salute 
The Sidewalks 


I salute our National Emblem, 
The flag that cloaks my. nation.

The selectmen Monday night, along with school offi- 
cials, discussed the problem of sidewalks in the Bancroft 


school area. 

The problem arose when time elapsed before the town 
could act on the taking of land to properly install the 
safety measures for the pupils who will be walking to 
school. ° 

Both school officials and the selectmen agreed that the 
matter needed attention and that action should come at 
the October town meeting. 

That such safety measures should be taken would ap- 
pear to be a necessity. Additional land takings will be 
required, and it would appear that, in the instance of Holt 
Road, widening of the street may be necessary. ° 

The discussion Monday night, may prove to be more 
profitable than initially seen, however. 

Dr. Richard A. Katz, chairman of the school comnittee, 
questioned the time period in providing for sidewalks for 
Bancroft. ‘He was told that planning, engineering and con- 
struction would probably take a year after town meeting 
approval. 

Dr. ‘Katz suggested, that if this were the case, then the 
town should now be looking into safety conditions and 
installation of sidewalks for the West school addition. 

The chairman noted that the length of time involved in 
installing the safety measures could be cut down con- 
siderably, if plans were made now to provide for the walk- 
ways. 

Sidewalks may be needed in the High Plain Road and 
other areas for West school, where youngsters, within a 
mile of the school are not bused. : 

We can recall that it took several years to provide side- 
walks along Beacon street for pupils attending the pre- 
sent West school. It is wise to plan for the addition, and 
the extra pupils walking to the addition, when it opens, 
traversing over busy thoroughfares. : 

The sidewalks at Bancroft are not only needed for the 
present school population, but also for the future growth 
of the school and the possible rezoning, due to growth of 
the area in the future. - , 

The sooner such measures are taken the better the town 
will be as far as safety is concerned. ‘And, if West school 
area needs sidewalks, immediate attention should be 
given that area, also, 

We might also express the hope that when the town goes 
to the expense to provide sidewalks and other safety 
measures, that the youngsters will take advantage of 
them. Too often do we see school children walking home 
on the side of the road, where sidewalks are provided, 
thus presenting a hazard to the motorist and the 
youngsters, °

Lest I be accused of a lack of 
respect for law and order, may I 
make it quite clear that I find 
violence of any kind, whether it 
erupts on a college campus, ina 
ghetto, or on Elm Square when an 
innocent man is assaulted by a 
young hoodlem, quite as intoler- 
able as the violence inflicted on 
those people who choose to wear 
armbands. And God help this 
country if its youth remains ‘‘sil- 
ent”? as you seem to wish they 
would--the ills of séciety cannot 
be ‘swept under’ a ‘rug to’ a¢cumu- 
late forever just ‘so that we won’t 
have to hear about them or see 
them or ever become involved with 
them, 

Andover is my town, it is agood 
town, and I want it to stay that 
way, but it cannot if people of 
differing beliefs and ways of ex- 
pressing these beliefs cannot be 
treated with respect rather than 
brutality.
